at West Pratt, wlio ohji-ctcd to its 
payment, and 50U men at that mine 
were ordered out. This suspenaion 
makes the total numbor now out 
3,000. The miners of the 81oss-Chef- 
flfld Steel and Iron company are hold 
ing a mass meeting at Cardiff to de- 
tomlne'what course they will pursue 

Conference Committee Meets. 
Detroit, Oct. 2.— The special commit- 
tee which has in charge the postponed 

national conference on the country's 
coal supply, to be held here Oct. u. met 
with Mayor Maybury, and decided to 
Bend the following telegram to Presi- 
dent Rooaevelt: "Convention called 
here for Oct. 9, to consider coal sup- 
ply. Responses from all over the 
country indicate that convention will 
be large and representative in charac- 
ter. Wa all hope your good offlcea in 
conference may settle dilBculties and 
render all other efforts unnecessary. 
If we could have earliest advices of 
result of conferon((', it would control 
our future action." Alter uppointinR 
a committee of 100 to take in charge 
all the details of tie proposed confer- 
rnrp and det'lding to hold it In Ma- 
sonic hall the committee adjourned.

PASSED AEBITRATION BILL 

BeiiHte and flouM Tak.e Up Amend* 
monts to Code. 

Columbus. O.. Oct. 2. — In the 
house the Ouerin amendment to 
the code providing for compulsory 
arbitration between atreet railways 
and (belr employes was adopted by a 
vote of 6<; to 22. It is so amended 
that it will include all grants made 
before the curative act was passed 

Senator Qear of Wyandot, arising 
to a question of personal privilege, ex 
plained his favorable vote on the cur- 
ative act. He said he voted for tlie 
curative act to be inserted In the code 
but would vote agalnat the code un 
leas a referendum waa attached to 
that section. 

Mr. Bracken brought up his nmcnd- 
ment iirovirling fcr an ei-ht hour 
workday on streetcar lines, and it was 
defeated by a vote of S4 to S9. 

Sections of the code relating to tax 
atlon were discussed. Mr. York moved 
to make the niaxiinnm fax levy of 
municipal corporations, exclusive of 
those for state, county, library, 
pital. school, sinking fund and Inter- 
est purposes, 10 mills instead of 15. as 
provided In the amended code. There 
was a long debate over this, but the 
York motion prevailed. On motion of 
Mr. Fraser of Lucas, levies made by 
boards of education were taken from 
under the supervision of the tax com- 
mission. An amendment i>rovidlng 
that, while the tax commission may 
decrease any levy, it can not increase 
it. waa adopted.

New Orleans, Oct. 2. — Beyond the 
discovery that a large number of wires 
had been cut In the upper part of the 
city during the night there are no 
new developments In the street car 
strike. There was, however, a feel- 
ing that negotiations between the 
company and the employes would 
soon lead to some plan of arbitration. 
The last proposition of the men, that 
they be given an 8-hour continuous 
day at 26 cents an hour, these terms 
to continue in the event that the men 
prov(! the violation of the April agree- 
ment, was handed to President Pear- 
son. Following It there was a confer- 
ence between the representatives of 
the strikers and the railroad officials. 
It IS thought the contending sides are 
nearing commnu ground. The public 
•ontinues to lie greatly inconvenienced 
by the strike. Pj-Imitive methods of 
transportation continue to be em- 
ployed and sf veral hundred vehicles 
of all sorts are in use. No attempt to 
run cara bad been made by the com- 
pany.

Washington, Oct. 2. — "It Is expected 
that all the men to whom Invitations 
were sent will be jiresent at the con 
ference.

This was the only 
Btatement that could be secured at 
the White House regarding the con 
ference which will be held on the coal 
situation. Senator Quay of Pennsyl 
vania was in the office with the pres 
Ident for an hour and it ia understood 
Ita eame hera at tha reqaeat of tbe 
president to dtaousa the atrlke ques 
tion. Tbe president and senator were 
not interrupted and two cabinet of- 
ficers who called did not see the pres- 
ident while tbe conference was in 
progr( ss. Senator Quay after he left 
the president would not discuss the 
situation or express an opinion as to 
the probable effect uf the coming con- 
ference. 

During the day Secretary Root. At- 
torney tJeneral Knox and Secretary 
Shaw were in conference with the 
president. Secretary Wilson waa at 
at White House a short time, but the 
three first remained with the presi- 
dent for nearly an hour. It Is under- 
stood the president discussed the sub- 
ject of the conference, the cabinet of- 
ficers making a number of suggestions 
as to what the president shotild say 
to those who will participate in it. 

Mitchell on His Way 

W'llkesbarre, Pa.. Oct 3.— President 
Mitchell Is getting ready for his trip 
to Washington. He left liere over the 
Lehigh Valley for Philadelphia. From 
the latter city he will go direct to the 
national capital. All Interests here 
are now of the opinion that the con- 
ference to be held at the White House 
will bring about a aettlement of the 
strike.

He sent a company of soldieis 
to the scene and 11 men were arrest- 
ed charged with disorderdly conduct 
and refusing to obey tbe proclamation 
Istuad by the eherllk and dlsperae 
The prisoners were brought to this 
city and given a lieariug.

Morgan Was Consulted. 
New York, Oct. 2.— The railroad 
presidents who received President 

Roosevelt's Invitation to meet him in 
Washington and discuss the coal 
strike situation are to leave the city 
at once. President Cassett of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, who received a 
special invitation from President 
Roosevelt to attend Friday's confer- 
ence, was a visitor at J. P. Morgan's 
office. "I haven't yet decided to ac- 
cept the president's invitation," said 
.Mr. Cassett, but I expect to make up 
my mind later." Mr. Morgan and his 
representatives have talked with 
some of the leading operators and it 
ia understood certain memoranda 
have been prepared which will be sub- 
mitted to tha praaldeat at the confer- 
ence. 



Earthquakes In IVIexico. 
San Francisco, Oct. 2.— -The steam- 
er City of Sydney, which has arrived 
from Mexican ports, brings news of a 
disastrous earthquake at Tapachula, 
nrai' the soul hem Ijoundary of .Mexico. 
Particulars of the event, which oc- 
curred on Sept. 24, are not available, 
the only account having been learned 
at Masatlan on the following day, 
where a telegram has been received 
containing nothing more than the 
Btatement that a earthquake has de- 
molished several buildings and in- 
flicted other damage In ^e eommun 
ity. Tepachula was a"rio\isIy dama 
eil by the big earilniuakes of last 
spring, at the time Que/.aitenango and 
many other towns of Guatemala were 
almost ruiaed.

Ryan's court met, the trial of Robert 
M. Snyder, banker and promoter, on 

the charge of briliery in connection 
With the passage of tbe Central Trac- 
tion bill, waa resumed. Frederick O. 

Uthoff, who was a member of the city 
council in April, 1898, was put on the 
stand by the state. It is exiiected to 
prove that money was paid to L'thoS 
by tbe defendant to secure bis vote 
for the Central Traction bill. In an- 
swer to questions put by Circuit At- 
torney Folk, Uthoff testified that while 
a member of the city council In IS'JS. 
when the North and South Traction 
bills were pending. Robert H. Snyder 
called on him at his residence, having 
been taken there by I^)uis DicKman by 
appointment. I'thoff continued: "Aft- 
er talking socially ab(jut half an hour. 
Snyder said he lived in New York, and 
that he was a millionaire, and that he 
was connected with a bank In Kan- 
sas City. He wa.~ talking at)out how 
much money \\f lia l He said he mad'' 
a part of it lu the real estate boom in 
Kansas City. Then he again spoke of 
the Central Traction bill. 1 told him 
1 did not want to talk about llie mat 
tcr. He saiil we were both .Masons 
and we could discuss It the same as 
lodge matters. He said I ought to 
favor him with his bill. I told him 1 
had been approached and offered f60,- 
(too for my vote. "I will get that 
amount and send it by Dickmann,' 
said Snyder to me. Now, I never said 
then, nor have I ever said, that 1 
would vote for the measure," 

Witness then told of a imckage 
brought to his house the following 
day by Dickmann and his second 
meeting with Snyder. At that meet- 
tig Snyder said: "Uthoff, if you don't 
vote for that bill 1 am a ruined man." 

'I told Sny<|er," coutiinied the v.it- 
nes answering Mr. I'dl^. t'i;!! lie 
should come to my house and get that 
package back that I did not want it" 
■Did he do as you requested'.''' 
■ Ves. lie came the ne.\t day." said 
the witness, "and opened the package 
which contained currency, 25 checks 
of 91,000 denomination, and the' bal- 
ance In sectirities and paper. Snyder 
took the contents and departed." 

Uth(jff said lie iie.vt saw Suyiler at 
the Planters hotel. I'thoff said Sny- 
der told witness that if be would in- 
troduce this gas bill as a "rider" to 
the Central Traction bill, and work 
tor its passage as well a.- vote tor tlie 
Central Traitit)n bill, he would give 
wiUiess IIiMi.niMj. 

"He said he would give me $60,000 
next day," Uthoff explained; "$16,000 
when the gas bill was introduced and 
$;;.'■>. iiiiii when the gas liiil was ;iassi'd. 

Tiien Snyder tooA u)) two Ii.im;- 
fuls of billa," witness stated, "and 
said: 'Uthoff, here's $20it,OtiO. Dleck- 
manu is on the floor of the (na'.'.cil 
witii $HJ.OiMi more.

Speaking of the eOal situation in Mays 

ville and the miners' Ptrike. a prominent 
business man of the city said to the Bri.- 
LETi.V this morning : 

"Stocks of coal in this vicinity are 
abont exhausted. The supply is limited 
to an occasional car. The late rains have 
been local, with no benefloial affect apon 
the river. 

"A ( oal ri^<e in the river and a settle- 
ment of the strike alone will bring a re- 
turn to normal conditions. This strike 

has not been chara<"terized by violence, 
but with that determined and sagacious 
tact that insnrea victory. The conference 
called by the President of the coal miners 
and operators is a political necessity. 
Mr. Roosevelt ia awai» that the people 
know that the high tariff made the trusts 
possible, and that they have been fos- 
tered and protected by the Itepnblican 
party.
